ARMY PENSIONS. 

\Ir. Blythe moved :— 

‘That it is expedient to authorise -the pay- 
nent out of moneys to be provided vy the 
Oireachtas of any expenses incurred under. 
the provisions of any Act of the present ses- 
sion to provide for the payment of pensions, 
allowances and gratuities in certain circum- 
stances to disabled members of the armed

Mr. Blythe said that the bill's principal 
provisions were those which allowed: for the 
payment of pensions in respect of disable-. 
ment from disease contracted during active 
service. It was difficult to give an estimate 
of the annual charge that would arise from 
the passing of the bill, but it was believed 
that the cost of the Act when in operation 
for some little time would be about £50,000 
a year. 

Mr, Johnson moved an amendment with 
the object of making it clear that sex would 
not be an obstacle to the receipt of a pension 
under the bill, 

Mr, Blythe said that the matter had been 
under consideration, in connection with the 
administration of the Military Service Pen- 
sions Act,. and legal advice. was that sex 
did not constitute any disqualification. As a 
matter. of fact, one woman was already in 
receipt of a pension under that Act. 
same would apply under the present bill, but 
the question whether the Cumann na mBan 
was a. military organisation was 
matter. In his opinion it was not, but was 
simply an auxiliary organisation. If they 
included the Cumann na mBan they would 
have to include the Sinn Fein Clubs. That 
would widen the scope enormously, and he 
thought that it would be impossible to 
accept the amendment, 


WOUNDED WOMEN. 

Mr. Mulcahy asked whether the Pensions 
Act of 1923 could he held also to apply to 
women, who, in whatever circumstances, were 
wounded on active military service and were 
suffering front those wounds, 

Ihe Minister said that that matter had been 
discussed with the legal adviser to the 
Government at the same time that the 
military service pensions had been discussed, 
and if a woman gave service she was equally 
entitled to a pension: 

Mr. Johnsun said that, while the Minister 
evaded the issue, he pretended to be in 
sympathy with the principle. He contended 
that Cumann na mBan was used as a military 
organisation. In 1920 that body published its 
constitution and rules, from which 
clearly | hop that it was a military orgamisa- 
tion. fould deputies deny that its military 
activity was not under the direction of the 
V olunteers ? 

The Mimister—It would be proved much 
more clearly that the Salvation Aimy is a 
military organisation, if you depended on its 
words and terms, 

Mr, Johnson said that the Minister ought 
to know, and several of the deputies too, 
that many members of that body did things 
by direction of the I.R.A. If that were so 
people who acted in that manner, and were 
accepted by the regular Army as an auxiliary. 
ought to be included under the bill. If 
service in that body led to disease or wounds 
they ought to make it clear that they would 
not exclude women on account of their sex. 

The Minister said that the organisation was 
not a military organisation, but it hel the 
military organisation.. If. they admitted 
Cumann na mBan, he saw no reason why 
they should refuse to admit organisations like 
the Sinn Fein clubs, which also helped the 
military organisation. 

Mr. Mulcahy said 


that research would 


jestablish that the. headquarters staff “oí the 


volunteers was in no way responsible for the 
lines on “which the Cumann na mBan had 
been. organised, It. was a fact that local 
members of the Cumann na mBan organisa- 
tion did assist the local volunteer ‘officers in 
military duty. He took it from what the 
Minister said that members of the Cumann 
ma mBan organisation whose activity brought 
them 
receive the henefit of the Act.

HARD CASES. 

Mr. Davin; referring to the original motion, 
Said that certain types of cases would be ex- 
cluded from the Act if the hill passed in its 
present form, If the House had been good 
enough under the previous Act to give fairly 
reasonable pensions to young men who, 
though they served at a dangerous . period, 
came. through. physically fit, it should also 
make provision for all cases where the in- 
dividual Jost his life or became physically 
unfit by reason oí the service he gave to the 
country, 

‘The cases he had mentioned were really 
deserving of the consideration of the Govern- 
ment. In contrast with those for whom he 
was pleading, there were instances in which a 
fairly reasonable pension was. given to’ men 
who had mutinied against the Government. 
There would not be more than twenty cases 
of the kind that he had put forward, and he 
asked the Minister to extend the provisions 
of the bill so as cover the deserving cases he 
had mentioned. 

Mr. Sean Lyons followed on the same lines. 

The President said that it was rather a 
tall order to ask for pensions for persons who 
had been discharged for misconduct or serious 
negligence. 


EX-R.1.C. MAN'S DEATH. 

_Mr,. P. Hogan (Clare) complained that pro- 
vision had not been made in the bill to meet 
@ case which he had instanced on the second 
reading. It was the case of an ex-R.I.C. 
constable, who, after serving the I.R.A. while 
in the Constabulary and had to leave when 
he became under suspicion, and died durin 
a fight between his active service unit aa 
the pelice, The party. to which he belonged 
ambushed police in the morning, and, return- 
ing, were attacked by another party of police, 
he and another man. fought a rear-guard 
action to enable their comrades to. escape, 
and he died on the field through sheer ex- 
haustion. No one could argue that this 
aos did not die in action. just. as if he was 
shot. 

The President said that he was not a 
lawyer, but he thought that Section 14, Sub- 
Section A, would cover the case. 

Mr. Hogan—Do you think that that section 
which provides for “disease attributable to 
active service’’ covers the case? 

The President replied that he did. The 
deputy apparently had not read the Minister's 
amendments. 

Mr, Hogan-—They were only circulated a 
couple of hours, ago. 

The President said that elections were in 


the offing, and suggested this was the reason.

Mr. Johnson asked the Minister for Defence 
to give the House some information as to his. 
‘intentions with. regard to a number of other 


| points raised by deputies on the second read- 


ing, 

Continuing, Mr. Johnson commented on the 
words “solely due to service,” which ran 
throngh the whole bill. Death due to disease 
solely attributable to service was a possible 
thing that might rule out many applicants. 
The use of such words would greatly’ restrict 
rove. eligibility 
for pension. On the second reading they 
arranged a system of lump-sum gratuities, 
and ‘he thought the Minister ought to agree 
to amend the bill to enable him to use his 
discretion to grant provisional payments 
rather than lump sums. He would welcome a 
statement from the Minister so that they 
would know his intentions. 

Major Bryan Cooper, supporting Mr. John- 
son, said that they should get time to discuss 
the clause or have some statenrenit of policy 
from the Minister. He complained that the 
Government amendments were not handed in 
until four o'clock in the afternoon, which 
madé it impossible for members to discuss 
the resolution. They were in the dark with 


|] regard to what the Government would do, and 


with regard to their own amendments. 
“He ‘had’ put down an amendment to de- 
lete a ‘sub-section, “and the Minister for 
Defence, he said, proposed to do the same 
thing: — 

APPEAL BOARD. 

He (Major Cooper) proposed a form of Ap- 
peal Board, and what the Minister was going 
to do he had not the faintest idea of. ‘here 
was no provision made for an Appeal Board, 
and whether the appeals were to be to a 
Court of Law he could not say, How coutd 
they discuss the resolution as long as they 
were in the dark? They should either have 
some time to discuss the resolutions, or the 
Minister should tel] them what he proposed 
to do. 
~ The Minister said that he did not think 
that any case could be made out for post- 
poning the resolution. After all, the principle 
of the bill had been accepted by its second 
reading. The motion was not restrictively 
drawn, and he did not think that there would 
be any question of defeating it, unless the 
members of the Dail were so dissatisfied with 
the general scope of the bil] that its with- 
drawal would be warranted. Matters on which 
the Minister might be alue to vary the bill 
could and would be properly discussed on the 
Committee stage. He did not think that they 
were likely to arise now. 

As to Deputy Johnson's 80 per cent. dis- 
ability, he did not think it would be pos- 
sible at all to meet him in any way. Their 
view was that it: would be almost impossible 
to be sure in the circumstances whether the 
disability was due to disease solely con- 
tracted in the Army, where there was no 
sort of medical examination {as there had 
been when men joined the British Army for 
the European. War), nor any examination 
during their service. No matter how much 
care was exercised in the administration of 
the Act, he felt sure that out of every ten 
people who would get pensions, five. would be 
eople who should not get them, and per- 
am seven. People put forward cases which 
were not sound, but which were impossible 
to rebut, and no matter what Committee or 
authority administered the Act, they would 
be forced to grant pensions in cases where 
they should not really be granted. 

THE METHOD. 

The view the Government had taken of 
the matter was that undoubtedly there were 
certain cases of people disabled because of 
disease due solely to military service. They 
wanted to deal with these cases, but they 
“appreciated the great difficulty of distinguish- 
ing these cases from other cases, where it 
would be alleged, and not alleged truthfully, 
that. the disability was solely due to and 
caused by military service. 

The method that was proposed to be 
adopted was this—they .would:.not give a 
pension in respect of disability due to, disease 
except where the disease reached such an 
advanced stage that the applicant was 
pene disabled from work. Even in 
hose. cases, they felt, a2 great many pensions 


| would be granted that should not be granted. 


but they would be given to people who had 
given military service and were actually in 
dire need. 

In cases of 80 per cent. disability, men 
would not be able to work, It would not 
be possible to go down as low as 20 per cent. 
because there would be a number of x 
cants with 40 per cent. disability before they 
ever entered the Army. This bill, if it 
passed, would involve a fairly. heavy charge. 
They did not want men who gave good ser- 
vice to be in want, They should open the 
door to many cases which were not really 
deserving. Something reasonable should be 
done, and the burden of.charge should be 
made as low as possible. They were really 
doing a great. deal, : 

The resolution was passed, and the com- 
mittee stage of the bill fixed for Thursday. 


THE SUPPLEMENTARY 
ESTIMATES. 
TARIFF COMMISSION’S WORK. 


The Minister. moved for leave to introduce 
supplementary estimates for the National 
Health Insurance Commission, Department of 
Posts and Telegraphs, and the Tarif Com- 
mission. He explain: 1 that the first-named 
estimate was to enable a sum. of about 
£14,000 required in respect of the grant in 
aid of contributions towards benefits to be 
assed. The vote in respect of Posts and 

elegraphs was to provide for the building 
of certain premises in the City of Cork 
required by the Post Office; and the third 
vote was for £515 to meet the expenses of 
the Tariff Commission. 

Mr. Johnson said that he hoped that the 
Tariff Commission would proceed with some 
speed in the examination of the applications 
placed hefore them, 

The Minister said that the sittings of the 
Commission would be fairly frequent, and 
that they would report within a couple of 
months. 

Mr. . Johnson said that no new tariffs 
should be imposed without being examined 
by the Commission 

The Minister—I say this much: There will 
b no -tariffs imposed without having been 
first reported on by th: Tariff Commission. 
If the Commission does recommend a tariff 
in a particular ease we will come to the Dail 
to give legislative e* ect to it irrespective of 
the time of the vear. i 

Mr. Hewat—Has the Minister gone back 
on his statement that no new tariffs will be 
put in operation until after the election ? 

The Minister said that the setting up of 
the Tariff. Commission represented a modifi- 
cation of. that. 

Mr. Hewat-—I thought that the Tariff Com- 
mission was aj] eye-wash. (Laughter. ) 


APPOINTMENTS, 

Mr. .Blythe moved for a supplementary 
estimate of £10 to sty, geen the sum required 
to pay the salaries and expenses of the Civil 
Service Commission down to the 31st March 
next, The total original estimate was 
£8,555. The Local Appointments Commission 
also came under this estimate, Under the 
Local Appointments Act a very varied list of 
local appointments would be made by the 
machinery of the Commission; from superin- 
tendent medical officers to nurses, clerks, 
secretaries, etc., and every applicant for a 
position would be required to pay a fee, vary- 
ing from two guineas down to five shillings.

SHIP'S OFFICER FOR 328. A WEEK. 

He drew the Minister's attention to an 
advertisement for an ‘outdoor officer of the 
Mercantile Marine who was to be, bo geb ba 
a ship’s officer in the foreign going trade. 
An applicant was to be between 25 and 45 
years of age. Such an officer must have had } 
ton years’ ¢ ience, and must haye gone 
{rough a good deal of educational require- 
nents. Yet the salary offered was only 32s. 
a week. If the Commissioners were. going to 
proceed on those lines they must stop the talk 
about. secondary and University education. 

}t seemed to be the view that if a labourer 
on the Shannon scheme could be got for 32s. 
a week a master seaman could be obtained for 
tha same with the additional bonus. Nothing 
would ténd more tó make a mockery ‘of the 
present inquiry into technical education and 
of the proposals to extend University educa- 
tion than this policy of the Government if it 
were pursued, i 

Mr. Blythe said that the Civil Service Com- 
mission had nothing to do with the fixing of 
salaries, and were not responsible for the 
matter contained in the advertisements. 
When a Department proposed to fill a certain 
post it decided the qualifications and fixed 
the salary in conjunction with the Ministry 
for Finance. He knew nothing of the parti- 
cúlar case mentioned by Mr. Johnson. 

‘here was one mistake that. Departments 
had made since: the setting up ot 
the Civil © Service . -Commission, and 
they made it because the procedure was not 
fully understood. They sometimes stated 


ideal qualifications, and as a result no ap- 
pointment was made, although many of the 
candidates had sufficient” qualifications for 
the work that they would have to do. The 
examinations were too rigid. Steps had been 
taken to point this out to the Departments. 

As to salaries, they wanted to fix them as 
low as they believed they would be able to 
get. qualified people for, and who would re- 
main in the service of the State in a con- 
dition of contentment. He did not think if. 
was desirable to fix the fees of candidates 
at too low a figure. Otherwise they would 
have all sorts of persons applying, and who 
would have no chance of getting a position. 


UNIVERSITIES. 

Mr. Blythe moved for a supplementary 
estimate of £5,500 for grants in aid of ex- 
penses of university institutions, including 
grants under the Irish Universities Act, 1908, 
the Land Act, 1923, and the University Edu- 
cation (Agricultural and Dairy) Science Act, 
1926. The total original estimate for 
1926-1927. for universities and colleges was 
£169,800. 

The Minister referred to the position of 
Galway College, and said that the opinicn of 
the Government, which the College concurred 
in, was that it could do its best work by 
taking advantage of its position m the Gael- 
tacht, and do special work for the Irish 
language. The arrangement was that the 
College would receive £28,000, as against 
£21,800 previously, and the College agreed 
not ‘to make any application for an in- 
crease for a period. of five years. The re: 
presentatives of the College had also under- 
taken that, as far as possible, appointments 
to the various chairs would be made of people 
who had a knowledge of the Irish language, 
and would be able to impart instruction 
through it. That might not be possible in 
every case, but three lecturers would be 
appointed immediately to lecture in mathe- 
matics,’ history and commerce through the 
medium of Irish. 

The college fees would be reduced to the 
pre-war figures to encourage students from 
the poor Arish-epedicinie districts to attend, 
and that was taken into account when ‘the 
arrangement was come to. The college would 
also prepare a special. scholarship scheme for 
Irish-speaking students, with a view to in-. 
creasing the numbet of genuine Irish speakers 
amongst the students. The salaries of the 
staff would be increased to some extent, as 
they were below those paid in Cork and 
Dublin. 

The vote was agreed to. 

SUGAR INDUSTRY. 

Moving a supplementary vote of £46,000 
for the sugar beet industry, Mr. Blythe said 
that the original estimate was for 7,000 acres 
of beet and 10,000 tons of sugar. The area 
actually sown was 9,500 acres, and the sugar 
manufactured would be about 15,000 tons. 
The agreement with the company was that a 
subsidy would be paid for 125,000 tons of 
sugar over a period of ten years. That 
meant that a less quantity of sugar would 
come under the subsidy:in later years. The 
sugar content worked out at about 17 per 
cent., which was higher than any place out- 
side Holland. sá 

Major Bryan Cooper said that his informa- 
tion ‘was that the sugar content in Czecho- 
Slovakia was almost 20 per cent. 

Mr. Johnson said that on the second read- 
ing of the bill it was stated that the total 
amount for which the subsidy would be paid 
was 86,000 tons. The factory seemed to 
have enlarged its capacity since that agree- 
ment was made with the Dail, and it was a 
rather serious difference. lt was very 
generous to the farmers and the company, 
whose factory was a marvel of scientific orga- 
nisation and mechanical ingenuity. 

Referring to the position of the factory, he 
said that he had an assurance that the re- 
quirements of the Factory Acts would be 
complied with, but he hoped that consider- 
ably more than the a TÁ MÁ of the law 
would be observed. e hoped that there 
would be a generous consideration in future 
years given to the position of the workers. 
There had been a fair amount of concord 
during this first year, and he thought that 
both sides appreciated the position of the 
other. He was hopeful that that would be 
merely the beginning of a long period of 


were concerned. He expressed the hope that 
that was going to be ensured by recognising 
the existence of people able to speak on 
behalf of bodies of. workers, and that collec- 
tive agreements could be made, otherwise the 
amity of the first year could not succeed in 
being preserved. ‘The prospect on the whole 
was a hopeful one, ee would have valualle 
results on the community as a whole, but he 
saw now that the company had made a very 
good bargain. 

Mr. John Daly, congratulating the Govern- 
ment on the success of the sugar enterprise 
in Carlow, ‘said that it ought to be encourage- 
ment to them to extend the experiment fo 
other industries. They should, for instance, 
encourage the growing of wheat in the 
country and subsidise it if necessary, 

A GOOD BARGAIN. 

Mr. Blyth, replying, said that the arrange- 
ments were in the Act and the whole question 
of prices as between the: factory and the 
farmer would be decided at the end of three 
years. The company, no doubt, made a good 
bargain, but the Government also made a 
good bargain—a; good @ bargain as could be 
made. ey wanted to know the best that 
could be done with sugar beet im this country, 
and find out what was the very least subsidy 
‘on which that industry could be carried on. 
For this reason they were justified in agree- 
ing to the size of the Carlow factory. | 

Mr. Johnson said that it was not fair for 
the Minister to come with a bill based oh 
certain: figures after an agreement had been 
entered into involving. the Dail in a 50 per 
cent. increase over a ten-year period. is 
‘agreement involved a payment of . three’ 
millions instead of two millicas. 

Mr, P. W. Shaw asked. what “would be the

DISCOVERER’SLECTURE 
IN DUBLIN TO-DAY.

Mr. J. L. Baird, who will lecture to- 
day in the Theatre Royal cn “'Tele- 
vision,” and is the guest of Sir James 
Percy in Dublin, gave an Irish Times 
representative, who interviewed him last 
night, some amusing anecdotes about his 
early days From childhood he had been 
keen about electricity and everything con- 
nected with it. | 


NOVEL TELEPHONE EXCHANGE. 

At one time he rigged up a small telephone 
exchange in his father’s house. The wires 
from this exchange, which connected with 
the houses of four school-boy friends of his, 
and crossed the public roadway, were attached 
to chimneys and were by no means secure. 
One night, when a heavy wind was blowing, 
one of the wires was loosened from its 
chimney, dangled down across the road and 
got one of the local cabmen round the neck, 
pulling him off his box and precipitating him 
in the gutter. The cabman, feeling rather 
aggrieved, ‘presented himself at the offices 
of what was then the National Telephone 
Company, and threatened to make a claim for 
substantial damages. The company naturally 
repudiated all responsibility, and, on investi- 
gating the matter, found that they were 
threatened by a rival concern, and made a 
prompt end of young Mr. Baird's activities. 

Foiled in one direction, his next venture 
was to invest in an ancient and decrépit motor 
car, which, by persistent efforts, he at length 
got into something approximating to ree 
order. Its peregrinations were accompanie 
by weird rattling of chains and groaning of 
gears, and it was locally known as “ Baird's 
reaper and binder.’’ On one occasion it was 
requisitioned by a clergyman at a late hour 
on a Saturday to take him to a neighbouring 
parish for the next day's service, and great 
was the cleric’s fear lest he might not arrive 
before midnight, and would be breaking the 
Sabbath. The car resented the extra speed 
exacted from its tired old carcase, and pas- 
senger, driver and car were deposited in a con- 
fused heap in the middle of a hedge. 

TRUE TELEVISION. 

Tour years ago, when Mr. Baird’s whole at- 
tention had become fixed on the possibilities 
of television, he gave up all other business, 
went down to Hastings and concentrated en- 
tirely on this matter. Funds began to run 
out, but glimmerings of success were luring 
him on, He lived in rooms over a florist’s 
shop, where he had his laboratory. At length 
he managed to get outlines through by tele- 
vision. Just then Selfridge’s had him to give 
a demonstration in their store in Oxford 
street. ‘The results were crude and imperfect, 
and were only outlines, but' he netted £50 in 
cash over the venture, and returned to his 
laboratory and worked away, full of hope. 
When funds were at the last ebb he succeeded 
in producing true television. At this juncture 
Captain Hutchinson, an Irishman, appeared 
on the scene. He no sooner saw the results 
than he realised the full potentialities of the 
invention, and came in with Mr. Baird in the 
most whole-hearted manner, taking on him- 
self the management of the business end of 
the undertaking. 

At these first demonstrations the person 
to be presented had to be brilliantly 
illuminated—so brilliantly, indeed, that the 
light was dazzling and had to be reduced, 

hile working at reducing the light it 
occurred to Mr, Baird that, by the use of 
certain invisible rays, he might be able to 
see in total darkness without the aid of 
light. These invisible rays not only give 
the power of seeing in darkness, but they. 
also possess the property of being able to 
penetrate fog. ‘This opens up possibilities 
of wide use in connection with shipping. 

SEEING AT NIGHT. 

The use of invisible rays in warfare 1s 
obvious, giving, at it does, the means of 
watching without being seen For example, 
the enemy advancing under cover of total 
darkness would be quite clearly visible on 
the screen of the mvisible ray receiving 
machine, so that night attacks would lose 
their terror. i 

A peculiar phenonaenon in connection with 


television is that every face has been found 


to have a corresponding noise. If one per- 
son sits in front of the television transmitting 
machine and the sound sent out by it 1s 
listened to by the person sitting with a pair 
of ear-phones.a distinct noise is heard; if a 
different person sits in front another noise 
is heard. Each face has its own noise, and 
the hearer can distinguish one from another 
by the chatacteristic note of each. ‘The 
same applies to various objects, and during 
his lecture to-day Mr. Baird will play on a 
phonograph the different noises made by three 
different faces, and will also let the audience 
hear the sounds made by a bowler hat, a 
match box, and a cabbage! 

The receiver television machine: will be 
fitted as an adjustment on the usual wireless 
set, and will enable the user to see what is 
going on in the broadcasting studio at the 
same time as he is listening. 

Last week Mr. Baird lectured to an 
audience of about 3,000 in St. Andrew's 
Hall in Glasgow, where he had a splendid 
reception. 

The proceeds of the lecture to-day are for 
the funds of Sir Patrick Dun’s and the 
Adelaide Hospitals. Arrangements have 
been made to admit schoolboys at half-price 
to the second circle, the back of the par- 
terre and the gallery.

ALLEGED CONSPIRACY TO 
CARRY SAFE TO DUBLIN. 


The case in which two men named William 
Campbell and George Speers are charged with 
a number of robberies at Derry took a sur- 
prising turn yesterday. 

When the men were brought up at the 
Derry Police Court a charge against Campbell 
of breaking into the factory of Messrs. Bryce 
and Weston and attempting to carry off a 
safe was withdrawn, and Campbell then 
gave evidence against Speers. He returned 
to Dublin from London with Speers, he said, 
on the 6th ult. They went to the house 
of a man named Jim Kenny, in the Donny- 
brook district. Kenny sent one of his boys 
out for a man whom Speers subsequently 
introduced to the witness as a friend, sug- 
gesting at the same time that the stranger 
should accompany them to Derry to take a 
safe out of Bryce and Weston’s factory. 

Kenny suggested that the safe should be 
brought to Dublin to his house, where he 
would get an acetylene burner to open it. 

Speers, the strange man and the witness 
left Dublin by train, and, arriving in 
Strabane, took a "bus for Derry. Next night 
they broke into garages, and, securing a 
Ford car, drove in it to the factory. ‘Lhey 
intended to take the safe in the motor car 
to Dublin, but when near the factory they 
were disturbed and ran away. 

Evidence was given in the other cases, and 
both accused were returned for trial to the 
Assizes.

A meeting of Convocation of the National 
University of Ireland was held yesterday 
evening in University College, Earlsfort 
terrace, Dublin. 
presided. gre 

A letter.wag received from M. F. Waldron, 
LL.D.. Ballyhaunis, dated 2nd February, 
stating that in March, 1923, he submitteu 
the following for inclusion in the agenda :-- 
“ That, in recognition of his services to Art, 
this. meeting of Convocation respectfully 
recommends to the Senate for special 
academic honour. and distinction the name 
of John McCormack, Ireland's world-famous 
tenor and operatic artist.” He got a com- 
munication from tho Clerk, stating that the 
notice was late for the next meeting, but 
that it would be submitted in the ordinary 
course to the annual Committee. Hearing 
nothing further, he communicated again with 
the Clerk of Convocation, but without any 
satisfactory result. In June, 1925, he once 
more took the matter in hands, and placed 
the facts before the Clerk, the Registrar and 
the Chancellor. He got an acknowledgment 
from the Chancellor, who said that he would 
inform the Registrar of the suggestion. 

Dr. Waldron’s letter went . on:—* For 
neatly four years the consideration of the 
notice of motion has been kept in cold 
etorage. Such procedure is a puzzieto me. I 
fail to understand why after all such trouble 
on my part the matter has not been disposed 
of one way or another. The correspondence 
I hold on the subject has failed to throw 
any light on the mystery. Perhaps you 
would be so kind as to look into the matter 
and suggest what would be best to be done 
under the circumstances. The question is of 
too great public interest to allow it to linger 
indennitely. Art’ in lreland—such supreme 
art as Mr. McCormack’s—is worthy of the 
little recognition suggested.’’ 

The Chairman said that he had never heard 
of the matter before. He expressed the view 
that Convucation would probably like to do 
any honour possible to Mr. McCormack. 

t was agreed that Dr. Waldron should be 
written to, informing him that if he would 
put down a notice for the next meeting of Con- 
vocation it would be included in the agenda. 

HOUR OF MEETING. 

A motion by Mr. R. J. Mulcahy, proposing 
to change the hour uí meeting of Convocation 
from 5.50 ¢.m. to 8 p.m., was ‘lost, there being 
6 votes in favour of it, and 17 against. 

APPOINTMENTS BUREAU, 

Mr. Denis H. O Connor moved ;:—'' That 
Convocation requests the Senate of the 
National University of Ireland to establish 
an Appointments Bureau in the interests of 
the University.” He said that if the Senate 
could be persuaded to establish an Appoint- 
ments Bureau, such as obtained in Universi- 
ties elsewhere, they would be doing their 
duty by the University and by the students. 
It could not be denied that students found 
dificulty in obtaining appointments or em- 
ployment. This was due to one of two 
causes: either the training in the University 
was unsatisfactory or the fault lay in not 
bringing to the students’ notice suitable 
appointments. He thought the latter was 
the cause. The proper organisation of intel- 
ligence in this matter was of great import- 
ance to the University. He was convinced 
that the University had a beneficial influence 
on the life of the country, but it did not 
advertise itself enough. 

Mr. Lalor, who seconded the motion, said 
that he would like to point out that one of 
the constituent colleges of the University— 
Cork—had an Appointments Bureau. He 
considered it a disgrace that Dublin should 
be behind Cork and Galway. There was at 
present a movement in their college to found 
a students’ club, and he thought that all the 
bodies. connected with the University should 
support it. The matter of an Appointments 
Bureau could be taken up hand in hand with 
the students’ club. 

Dr. Flood, who said that he agreed, in the 
main, with Mr. O’Connor’s proposal, sug- 
gested, as an amendment, that the Senate 
be requested to find out what the other 
Colleges had done. 

On the suggestion of the Chairman, the 
motion was postponed. 

| RESEARCH WORK. 

Mr. Daniel J. Gleeson, M.A., proposed :— 
“That Convocation requests the Senate to 
assist members of the University to publish 
the results of their research work in the 
various Faculties.’’ He said that there was 
no necessity to give any reasons in support 
of his motion, because there was no reason 
against it, except the financial one, It 
seemed a pity that the research work in the 
various faculties should be left aside in tin 
boxes and not given to the public. 

Dr. Flood seconded the motion. 

Mr. Fitzpatrick said that he did not think 
that these matters should be published unless 
they had some value. 

The Chairman said that it was hardly 
likely that they would be published unless 
they were of value. 

The motion was carried.

CHAITRMAN’S HINT TO

At the first public sitting of the Tariff 
Commission yesterday, at 24 Kildare 
street, Dublin, the application of the Irish 
margarine manufacturers for a tariff on 
imported margarine was considered. 

In adjourning the further consideration 
of the application at the conclusion of the 
sitting, for more detailed informatiog, 
the Chairman said that if the applicants 
had paid more attention to the prepara- 
tion of details and less to uninformed 
propaganda in favour of a tariff on 
margarine they would have served their 
case better. 

The members of the Commission present 
were Mr. J. J. McElligott, of the Depart- 
ment of Finance, Chairman, and Dr. 
Hinchcliffe, of the Department of Lands 
and Agriculture. There was a large 
attendance of persons interested in. the 
application for a tariff on margarine. 
They included Alderman J. J. Wyley, 
Mayor of Waterford.

COSTS OF PRODUCTION. 


The Chairman, at the outset of the pro- 
ceedings, said that under the prcvisions of 
the Tariff Commission Act of 1926 an applica- 
tion had been referred to them by the 
Minister for Finance for an import duty of 
ód. per lb. on margarine imported into the 
Free State. The application was made on 
behalf of the firms of Messrs. Dowdall 
O'Mahony, Ltd., Cork; Messrs. W. and C. 
McDonnell, Waterford, and Messrs. James 
Daly and Son, Ltd., Cork. 

On behalf of the application there had been 
lodged a statement following the lines of the 
schedule to the Act. The Commission pro- 
posed to hear evidence from the people con- 
cerned, amplifying or modifying the state. 
ments that had been put in to the Minister, 
He regretted that illness deprived them of the 
services of the third member of: the Com- 
mission, Professor Whelehan, who, he hoped, 
would soon be with them. 

Mr. W. F. McDonnell, managing director 
of the Waterford factory, was the first wit- 
ness. He gave evidence on behalf of the 
three applying firms. 

Answering the Chairman, he said that the 
quality of the Irish manufactured margarine 
was as good as any in the market. With 
regard ‘to costs of production also, they were 
as efficient as any firm in the British Isles. 

Quoting from the figures put in, the Chair- 
man said that, as compared with two English 
factories quoted, Messrs. McDonnell’s costs of 
production were unfavourable to the extent 
of .dd. per Ib. in one ease and .43d. per Ib. 
in the other. He found it difficult on the 
evidence to understand why they should ask 
for a tariff of 3d., which was actually ten 
times more than the difference in the costs of 
production given. Eyen making the most 
ample allowance, he found considerable diffi- 
culty in reconciling the extent of the tariff 
asked for and the extent to which their costs 
of production were greater than those of 
English manufacturers. 

Mr. McDonnell replied that the cost of 
production varied considerably. In 1926 the 
output varied from 78 tons per week to 29: 
tons per week in the one month. Because o 
that the cost of production varied from 7s. 9d. 
to. 15s. 7d. a cwt. Their principal reason for 
asking for the tariff was to secure the home 
trade and so increase the factory output. 
They needed increased output particularly 
because of the cost of transit. 

The Chairman asked was not the Water- 
ford factory in a better transport position 
with regard to Cardiff and Swansea than was 
@ factory in London. 

The witness replied that their products 
were sent in bulk to dépéts, and the extra 
costs were incurred in distribution in small 
posetthion from there. He would supply the 
ominission with comparative freight rates in 
Great Britain and in this country. The 
ng cjg factory rs London to Dublin 
Was about the same as that from Water 
to Dublin—about £2 a ton. e npeee 

FIFTY YEARS IN EXISTENCE. 

Mr. McDonnell next gave the history of 
his factory, which was started in Limerick 
fifty years ago, and transferred to Waterford 
for the convenience of the shipping in 1913. 
In the beginning the margarine contained 25 
to <0 per cent. of butter, and was on that 
account for years recognised as the best in 
the market. It was then called butterine, 
but by a law passed im 1857 it had to be 
described as margarine, ~The result of the 
legislation was a falling off in the output 
of his firm of fully two-thirds. ‘The butterine 
trade practically disappeared. Unfortunately 
it was often sold as butter by retailers. In 
the early ‘nineties there was a return to a 
period of prosperity, and their margarine was 
again in high favour and regarded as the 
premier article on the market. At that time 
they were producing as much as 70 to 83 
tons a week. About 1895 the quantity of but- 
ter that could be used as a mixture was by 
law reduced to 10 per cent., and that again 
did an injury to the high grade Irish mar- 
garine, 

About 1900 they were left behind, when 
cocoanut oil came to replace secondary ani- 
mal fats in margarine making. After a. 
time they got into the use of the vegetable 
oil, and then, until 1913, business was good. 
In that year they at great expense eguipped 
a new factory in Waterford. Things id not 
turn out as well as anticipated, hecause the 
big multiple shops started price cutting, and 
offered two pounds of margarine for 10d. His 
factory could not compete with the price at 
5d. a lb., and, were it not for the outbreak 
of the world war, they would have had to 
sit down and wait for better times for the 
trade. 

There was never any quéstion of Irish mar- 
garine not being of as good quality as any 
other on the market; in fact, it was by many 
considered better than the best produced on 
the other side, The falling off in output was 
entirely a matter of price cutting in a fierce 
trade war carried on in Great Britain. The 
three Irish factories represented in the appli- 
cation were equipped to supply all the mar- 
garine necessary for the trade of the Irish 
Free State. The home market required the high 
grade article, which was retailed at 1s. a |b. 
The multiple shops were selling at 8d. and 6d. 
The latter was not an economic price for 
factories. 

In the course of further questionings the 
Chairman said that the Commission would re- 
quire the three companies to furnish all their 
balance sheets showing the results of their 
trading over as many years as such were 
available. 


| THE HOME TRADE, 

Chairman—Do you find that there has been 
a falling off in the home trade for margarine 
in the last few years? 

Mr. McDonnel! replied that there had been 
a great falling off since the years 1918 to 
1920. One reason for it was increased con- 
sumption of butter here in Ireland, where 
there is a sentiment against margarine. When 
butter became comparatively cheap the Irish 
people would not buy margarine. They have 
a considerable trade in Northern Ireland, but 
there were periods when their margarine 
would not be accepted by Northern shop- 
keepers. ‘That time had passed. were 
doing a considerable trade in Great Britain, 
but not nearly as much as they ought, Their 
external trade would not be affected by the 
imposition of a tariff, but should rather be 
improved as a result, of the cheaper produc- 
tion at home that would follow on iarger out- 
put, There was not the least fear of re- 
talitory measures by the British manufac- 
turers, who themselves were looki 
sort of protection against the | 
manufactures dum into the country. The 
Irish manufacturers were losing ground 
through the price cutting war, which made 
it very difficult for them to keep on their 
business.

Chairman—lIf you get an import tariff, have 
the Irish manufacturers any plans for captur- 
ing the Irish market by specialising in a 
particular quality? 

Witness—We have no plans, but to produce 
the best with a minimum selling price. 

THE CONSUMERS’ POSITION. 

Chairman—In the statement submitted you 
say that the retail selling price in Ireland 
would not be increased by the imposition 9! 
a tariff. You tel) us that there is fierce price 
cutting in England; would it not be possible 
that bas of the tariff Irish consumers 
would uot get the benefit of reductions of 
prices on the other side? 

Witness-~In our statement we gave an 
undertaking that it will be the same price 
as it is in Bagiand. We are prepared to give 
an undertaking to the Government to supply 
the retailer at a price which will ensure no 
increase in price to the consumer. We can 
guarantee the price will not be more than 8d 

Dr. Hinchcliffe—Is it not sold at present at 
6d.’—Some of it. : 

Will there be. more?—Yes. 

Will you undertake to make the 6d. article? 
—We will undoubtedly sell to the trade +t 
a price which will enable them to sell at 6d. 
We are losing on the margarine sold across 
the counter at 6d. We are only doing 1% 
undey trade duress, and we could not con- 
tinue it. It is not an economic price either 
here or in Great Britain. 

Chairman—You state that if you were 
guaranteed a tariff for about five years you 
expect that at the end of that time your 
brands would be established, and that 1+ 
would be difficult to supplant them. Does 
that mean that at the end of five years you 
would be prepared to face unrestricted com- 
petition’—Margarine is one of the things 
easily mpset. I would be sorry to see the 
tariff removed once it was fixed. If our 
opponents set out to get our markets they 
could take it very quickly. 

Mr. McDonnell, continuing, said that if the 
Irish manufacturers were in a position to 
organise a big advertising campaign there 
would be more margarine consumed in this 
country. That would not injure the ‘sale of 
butter, for there would then. be more butter 
for export, which was the more economic 
ger ow gh as the Daries had found out. 

e food values of high grade margarine 
were equal to those of butter. 

AN EXTENDED TARIFF. 

In the course of examination of the witness 
b Dr. Hincheliffa it came out that the com- 
panies also want a tariff on imported 

‘imitation ’’ margarine, lard compounds, 
bakers’ fats, and possibly beef suet products.

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The Free State Army. 


The position of the Free State Army in 
relation to the general problem of Imperial 
defence was discussed briefly in Dáil 
Eireann yesterday. The matter was raised 
by Mr. Thomas Johnson, who asked the 
Government for information concerning 
the Free State’s contribution to the 
debates on Imperial defence during the 
recent Imperial Conference in London. Free 
State officers, he said, had attended the 
meetings at which this important subject 
was discussed, and he wanted to know to 
what, if any, extent the Saorstdt’s army 
had been committed to a general policy of 
defence. The Minister for Defence was 
emphatic in his reply, declaring that there 
was “no connection between the army in 
Ireland and the army in London.’’ He 
also told the House that the conference 
between the British and Free State 
Governments in regard to coastal defence 
had been postponed for three months, at 
the end of which time the whole problem 
would be tackled afresh. Mr. Huches’s 


by sea, which, by virtue of Article 6 of the 
Anglo-Irish Treaty, is undertaken at 
present by the British Government. The 
question of military defence is something 
entirely different. The Minister for 
External Affairs, in this connection, ex- 
plained that the Free State military officers 
who attended the Imperial Conference had 
confined their activities to listening. They 
had comparatively little experience in 
military affairs, and, while they had 
assisted at the discussions, they had com- 
mitted the Free State Army “ to no policy 
whatever.” Mr. Fitzgerald added, how- 
ever, that, in view of the military strength 
of Great Britain, its geographical pro- 
pinquity to the Free State, and the close 
relations between the two countries, “it 
was, undoubtedly, in our interests’”’ to 
have a general idea of Britain’s plans of 
defence, | 

Mr. Fitzgerald put the 
a nutshell when he indicated that, 
in the event of a general. attack 
on these islands, the Free State Army 
must co-operate with the British 
forces. No good purpose. can be 
served by the pretence that the Free State 
could remain neutral if Britain should be 
assailed by some foreign enemy. Article 
7 of the Treaty provides that in time of 
war, or even of strained relations with a 
foreign Power, the Free State Government 
shall afford to His Majesty’s Imperial 
forces ‘‘such harbour and other facilities 
as the British Government may re- 
quire. ae Even if no such 
arrangement ever existed, the posi- 
tion would be the same. The Free 
State is a constituent part of the British 
Commonwealth of Nations, whose consti- 
tutional status was defined in the famous 
Balfour report at the Imperial Confer- 
ence. If Britain to-morrow should engage 
in a war with some far distant country, 
the Free State Government, no doubt, 
could stand aloof from the conflict; but 
does anybody in his senses imagine that it 
could place itself out of bounds in the 
event of an attack on Britain by some 
Power nearer home? In the first place, 
the Treaty gives the British Navy per- 
manent control of Queenstown and Lough 
Swilly harbours. Does Mr. Johnson, or 
anybody else, seriously believe that a 
Power that was attacking Britain in these 
circumstances would refrain from includ- 
ing Ireland in its sphere of operations? 
In the next place, even if all the Free 
State’s ports were free, no foreign General 
Staff would be likely to worry about the 
constitutional niceties of the Inter-Imperial 
Relations Report. This country would be 
treated by Britain’s enemies in precisely 
the same way in which they would treat 
Australia, Canada or New Zealand. So 
far as an attack by an outside Power is 
concerned, the, Free State and Britain are 
in the same boat, and mast«float or sink 

It not only is “entirely desirable,” 
therefore, but absolutely essential, that 
the military authorities in the Free State 
should keep themselves informed concern- 
ing the British Government’s general 
policy of defence. During the Imperial 
Conference, Free State officers were taken 
into the confidence of the Admiralty, the 
War Office and the Ministry for Air; and 
it is to be hoped: sincerely” that the 
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Free State Army is an excellent little 
force. It has rendered a great service to 
the Irish people, and the Minister-for De- 
fence is quite justified in his assertion 
that, but for the Army, the Oireachtas 
would not be in being to-day. . It was 
formed to suppress ‘insurrection, but we 
may hope that it never will be required 
again to face such a terrible task. Hence- 
forward its duty will be like that of any 
other Army—namely, to defend the 
country against attack by foreign enemies. 
Some persons are in favour of the replace- 
ment. of a standing Army by a territorial, 
or a militia, force; but, for the time 


other Armies of the Empire, while distinct 
in themselves, keep in close touch with the 
British forces; and, if the Free State 
Army is to reach the highest possible 
mMi@asure of efficiency, its senior officers un- 
doubtedly ought to take the fullest advan- 
tage of consultation with their cross- 
Channel colleagues. We print to-day an 
admirably prepared analysis of Free State 
expenditure during the last three years 
by “Jason,” who shows how the cost of 
the Army has been reduced progressively 
during the period in question. The present 
average cost is about £2,000,000 a year, 
and a good defence force is cheap at the 
price. After the proceedings at the Im- 
perial Conference, however, there no 
longer is any excuse for an attempt to 
create a fictitious divorce between the 
Free State Army and the other defence 
forces of the Commonwealth. 
City and Citizens. 

More than a century ago the Wide Streets 
Commissioners planned well for Dublin. 
Their work remains, a foundation for im- 
provement and a fine example. Since 
their day, however, the city has developed 
at random. Reform will not come from 
widening this corner, rebuilding that 
tenement. It must come from bold re- 
construction, bringing the natural in- 
fluences of progress to bear upon the 
fabric of the city and its population. 
Yesterday, at a public meeting in Dublin, 
Sir John Irwin appealed for the revival 
of the plan for the throwing of a vehicular 
thoroughfare across the Liffey at the site 
of the present Metal Bridge. The meeting 
was the occasion of a shrewd expression 
of informed public opinion on the whole 
problem of the city’s pontine traffic. It 
was virtually the first occasion, in fact, 
on which the citizens’ voice has been heard 
in civic affairs since the Corporation was 
suspended. The obsession of politics, 
habits of municipal corruption, personal 
inefeciency, made the handing over of the 
city to impartial Commissioners necessary. 
The Commissioners have done splendid 
work. They have set the city’s administra- 
tion on a basis of efficiency; they have 
transformed its roads, and they have sup- 
plied it with amenities beyond even the 
barren electoral promises of old-time cor- 
porators. Nevertheless, the time .nust not 
be delayed indefinitely when expert 
management is linked to consultation 
with public opinion. Yesterday citizens 
whose experience of the traffic needs 
of the city is derived from their life- 
long familiarity with the difficulty of 
getting goods from the docks or sending 
consignments to their customers declared 
publicly against the single scheme for 
pontine reconstruction that is before the 
Oireachtas. These citizens stated their 
case for the immediate reconstruction of 
the Metal Bridge, and they confirmed, 
from their own knowledge, what we have 
urged—that fresh bridge accommodation 
eastward of O’Connell Bridge ought also 
to be eastward of the Custom House. As 
for their own scheme—the substitution 
of a vehicular bridge for the Metal 
Bridge—we shall not attempt to pro- 
nounce upon its claims to precedence. 
There can be no doubt, however, that the 
improvement proposed must be made in 
the comparatively near future. A glance 
at a traffic map of Dublin will show that 
a new road across the river from a 
widened Liffey street, by a new cutting 
through to Dame street, would relieve 
substantially the principal centres of con- 
gestion in the city. What is even more 
important, however, is the fact that it 
would bring into easy reach two of the 
main shopping districts, thus correcting 
that. dislocation which makes Dublin a 
rambling city at present. Finally, it 
would bring the cleansing tide of activity 
through districts now decaying, dirty and 
unhappy. We hope that the Free State 
Government will approve no plan for re- 
construction of Bridges until a Commis- 
sion of citizens and experts—as suggested 
by Sir John Irwin—has reported. ‘Thus, 
and thus only, may the people’s voice be 
heard in the decision upon a change 
affecting the city’s whole future. -

play of the Dublin slums, ‘‘ Juno and 
the Paycock,’’ has been the centre of a 
violent dispute in an American town. The 
story goes that on the third night of its 
performance the audience burst into 
riotous protest, and pelted the actors until 
they were obliged to leave the stage. It 
might be thought that the objectors were 
moved by resentment against the portrayal 
of the baser aspects of Irish life. Their 
quarrel with the play was wholly different. 
They explained, when the affair was 
brought into a law court, that they regarded 
the display of intoxicating liquor as 
offensive to American morality. The judge 
of the case seems to have upheld their 
righteous indignation.

Com- 
pared with other lands, she has escaped 
easily from the furies of the last two 
montis. December was briskly cold, but 
chiefly dry, in England. In Paris and in 
Rome it was a month of snow, rain and 
misery. “ Why go to France and Italy to 
get drenched?’’ says the Correspondent, 
“while missing the English sunshine? 
Our travellers could have had more golf 
at Richmond.” We are not convinced. 
The Irish winter differs from the English 
in its softness. With us the soil seldom is 
gripped in frost for longer than a day. 
The bracing, tingling chill of the Englisb 
air in winter is replaced by moisture and 
mildness. Nevertheless, every candid 
person sighs sometimes for escape to the 
Mediterranean sun. The travellers who 
have sent home complaints from France 
and Italy must have taken a complain- 
ing spirit with them.

CHINA: TRADE REVIVAL: THE 
ROYAL TITLE. 


The followtng is the text of the King’s 
Speech at the opening of the Imperial 
Parliament yesterday :— 

My Lorps AND MEMBERS or THE HOUSE oF 
ComMONS,— 

My relations with foreign Powers continue 
to be friendly. The League of Nations has 
been strengthened, and a further: step taken 
towards the restoration of normal interna- 
tional relations in Europe by the entry of 
Germany into the League, and her appoint- 
ment to a permanent seat on the Council of 
the League. In continuation of this policy 
it was found possible at the end o 
month to terminate the system of Allied 
military control in Germany, as set up by 
the Treaty of Versailles, and to hand over 
to the League all questions affecting the 
military clauses of the Treaty. 

The continuation of civil war in China and 
the anti-foreign, and particularly the anti- 
British, agitation by which it has been 
accompanied, have caused me grave anxiety. 
In consequence of what happened at Hankow 
and in other places my Goverhment have 
felt it neceessary to despatch to the Far 
East a sufficient force to protect the lives of 
my British and Indian subjects against mob 
violence and armed attack. But I earnestly 
desire a peaceful settlement of the difficulties 
which have arisen, and my Government have 
caused proposals to be made to the Chinese 
which should convince public 
opinion in China and throughout the world, 
that it’ is the desire of the British people to 
remove all real grievanges; to renew our 
treaties on an equitable basis, and to place 
our future relations with the Chinese people 
on a footing of friendship and good-will. 
My Government will maintain our traditional] 
policy of non-interference in the internal 
affairs of China. 

I rejoice that a fair and friendly settle- 
ment has been reached regarding the funding 
of the war debt due to this country by 
Portugal.

There are, I am happy to note, encourag- 
ing signs of improvement in the state of 
trade and industry. I earnestly pray that 
those engaged in the various industries of 
the country will use their utmost endeavours 
to ensure that the improvement in the volume 
of employment among my. people, which may 
now be reasonably anticipated, will not be 
arrested by. industrial strife. 

Proposals will be laid before you at an 
early date to enable effect to be given to the 
change in the style and titles of the 
Soveraign, to which, on the recommendation 
of the Imperial Conference, I have given my 
approval. At the same time, you will be 
invited to make consequential alterations in 
the title of Parliament. 

Recent events have made evident the im- 
portance of defining and amending the law 
with reference to industrial disputes. Pro- 
posals for this purpose will be laid before 
you. 

Proposals will also be made for an amend- 
ment of the law relating to leasehold 
premises, so as to secure to an outgoing 
tenant compensation for the loss of his good- 
will and unexhausted improvements. 

Bills im confection with agriculture will 
be Jaid before you. 

You will be invited to pass a measure 
dealing with insurance against unemploy- 
meut, 

A bill to encourage the production and ex- 
hibition of British films will be presented to 
you. 

- Proposals for the amendment of the Com- 
panies Acts will be introduced to your notice. 

Proposals will also be submitted to you 
for the reorganisation of certain of ‘the de- 
partments in Scotland. 

Other important measures, as the téme of 
the session permits, will be introduced to 
your notice, and I pray that your delibera- 
tions may, under the Divine blessing, result 
in the happiness and contentment of my 
people.

The pageant of the King and Queen 
oing to Parliament is now well known. 
vondoners always, however, will turn out 
in thousands to see a member of the 
Royal Family. The bitter east wind and 
the fear of influenza had an effect upon 
the numbers to-day, but the enthusiasm 
was extraordinary; for on the Horse 
Guards’ Parade the crowd, once the Royal 
coach had passed, moved along in a dense 
mass. on either side cheering continuously. 
The Queen, deeply interested, again and 
again called the attention of the King to 
the ever-widening multitude. At the 
Horse (Guards, where the coach - dis. 
appeared under the archway into White- 
hall, the crowd necessarily came to a 
halt; bu 


it gave further cheers as the 
King and Queen passed awa 


from sight. 

‘The State upening of Parliament in the 
House of Lords presented the usual 
magnificent spectacle. The dresses were 
brightly coloured and more jewels than 
usual were worn. The Prince of Wales 
took his seat some little time before the 
arrival of the King and Queen, but sat in 
silence and solitude: The King was wear- 
ing what is known as the State crown, 
with his splendid State robes, while tho 
Queen had an all-round open crown, with 
a magnificent diamond in the centre of 
the crown in front. The Speech from 
the Throne, shorter than usual, was 
read by the King in very clear and 
distinct tones. Not a murmur or rustle 
was heard throughout his reading, and 
his voice penetrated to every corner o! 
the crowded House. 


Policy Towards China. 


The references in the King’s Speech to 
the situation in China were much dis. 
cussed in the Lobby, where it seemed to 
be the general opinion that. the Govern. 
ment policy was one which should, and 
would, receive support from all parties. 
Members approved of all that had been 
done since last session, and it was obvious 
from the feeling to-day that there will be 
no lack of support for any steps that the 
Prime Minister and the Cabinet may find 
it necessary to take in the future where 
China is concerned 


Trade Union Reform. 


There was even more discussion in the 
Lobby regarding the proposed trade union 
reform, measure; for the King’s Speech 
revealed little concerning its nature. The 
reason given is that the Government has 
not been able yet to decide on the line 
that it will take. The Government does 
not intend to go further than it can help 
in the direction of interference with tly 
trade unions, and, quite possibly, will be 
willing to do without a bill at all if it 
can come to ierms with the unions re- 
garding tie points in dispute. 


The King’s Title. 


The proposed change in the Royal style 
and title suggested in the Speech applies 
especially to Southern Ireland, | conse- 
quent upon the establishment of the Irish 
Free State as an independent Dominion ; 
and the new title of the King probably 
will run as “of Great Britain, Ireland 
and the British Dominions beyond the 
seas King.” This will cover both the 
South and the North ; for it places Ireland 
by itself, whereas it was formerly linked 
in the expression, “Great Britain and 
Treland.’’ Changes will take place also 
in the title of the Imperial Parliament, 
and it is quite possible, according to Mr. 
Ronald MeNeill, that there may be a 
change in the heading of the currency 
notes. 


Labour Hopes. 


To some members of the Parliamentary 
Labour Party .c presence within its 
ranks of such recruits®* as Captain 
Wedgwood-Benn and . Liewtenant-Com- 
mander Kenworthy sis not a welcome 
development. The Socialists are looking 
forward hopefully to the time when they 
may again hold office, and the two lates’ 
converts are regarded as. serious com- 
petitors for Ministerial rank by members 
of the party, who consider that past 
services should count for something when 
the principal offices in the Government 
come to be allocated. 


The Next British Budget. 


I am unable to find any confirmation of 
the rumour that there is to be a reduction 
in Mr. Churchill's forthcoming Budget on 
the duty of spirits, but it is by no means 
improbable that such a step may be taken 
It is generally azreed that the price of 
whiskey—-a beverage produced at home— 
is much too high to permit of a reasonable 
amount of trade if the industry is to be 
preserved, while wine, a foreign produc- 
tion, in the case of port, is much cheaper. 
It is suggested that, by reducing the duty 
on whiskey and increasing the duty on 
port, Mr. Churchill will bring about an 
equalisation which will be to the good of 
the distilling trade. How bad that is a! 
present Irish distillers know too well.

Responsible Nationalist officials stated 
that an agreement had virtually been 
reached, but that before signing the 
Nationalist Government was waiting to 
learn the intentions of the British Govern- 
ment about Shanghai. 

They declared that the threatened con- 
centration of British troops there was rais- 
ing problems for them, saying: “‘ The 
question is whether in our advance to 
Shanghai we will have to meet General 
Sun Chuan-Fang alone; or him and the 
British. 

“ While giving credit to the latter for 
the best intentions in the world, and ac- 
cepting all their assurances that there will 
be no acts of aggression, we still find our- 
selves confronted with this position.” 

The officials commented favourably on 
the proposal that the British forces now 
en route for China should be disembarked 
at Hong Kong, but said that it, would be 
still better if the majority disembarked 
at Singapore, since a concentration at 
Hong Kong might cause a reaction in 
Canton.”’

WASHINGTON, Tuesday. 

The quotas for the number of im- 
migrants to be admitted, laid down in the 
Commerce Department's report of last 
month, will probably not become effective, 
if at all, until July 1, 1928, instead of 
July 1, 1927, as recommended by the 
Department. 

The law in its original form, as passed 
in 1917, allowed a 3 per cent. quota based 
on the 1910 Census. “The quotas of the 
new law of 1924 were, until July 1, 1927, 
2 per cent. based on the 1890 Census. 
Those in the report are based on the 1920 
Census. 

NATIONAL ORIGINS. 

The creat swing round in ratios involved 
by the Department’s report is essentially 
due to the fact that the quotas were not 
based, as on previous occasions, on the 
number of persons born in any foreign 
country at the time of the Census con- 
cerned, but on the “ national origins ” of 
the persons inhabiting the U.S.A. at the 
time of the Census—in this case the 1920 
one. 

An immense amount of research work 
was entailed in compiling the Depart- 
meit’s. figures, including the scrutiny of 
the record of immigration from each 
foreign country from 1820 to 1920.

ITALIAN PLANS ROUND THE 
WORLD TRIP.

ROME, Tuesday. 

Colonel the Marquis de Pinedo, the 
famous Italian airman, who has long been 
preparing for another world flight, to-day 
flew. from Sesto Calende, on Lake Mag- 
giore, to a more westerly air port. This 
is not, however, a definite departure on 
his flight, which will not take place for 
some days yet. 

Colonel de Pinedo is waiting until moon- 
light and other conditions are such as to 
permit of a flight across the Atlantic by 
night. 

_The Marquis de Piriedo, whose memor- 
able flight to Australia and Japan and 
back to Italy will be recalled, is about to 
start on an even more ambitious flight 
round the world, over a total distance of 
43.000 miles. 

His probable itinerary comprises Gib- 
ralter, Canary Islands, Cape Verde 
Islands, Pernambuco, and Buenos Ayres; 
thence across the Andes to Santiago, and, 
by way of San Juan Fernandez, the Pan- 
moto peninsula, and Samoa, to New Zea- 
land and Australia. 

From Melbourne he would fly to Tokyo 
along his old route, and thence proceed 
via Peking, Calcutta, and Arabia to 
Italian Somaliland. 

From there he plans to fly round\Africa, 
touching at Durban and Cape Town before 
returning to Italy.

(4) Intoxicating Liquor Bill—To amend 
and, in part, consolidate the law 
relating to the sale of intoxicating 
liquor; to enable the number of 
licences for the sale of intoxicating 
liquor -to be reduced by the aboli- 
tion from time to time of certain 
such licences: and to amend the 
law relating to the registration. of 
clubs. 

The first reading of the Liquor Bill 
was opposed by Messrs. John Daly and 
Sean Lyons, but Mr. O’Higgins declined 
to be drawn into a discussion at so early 
a stage, and ‘the first reading was passed 
without a division. The debate on 
second reading takes place this day week, 
by which time the Minister will have 
discussed the measure with the members 
of his party, some of whom are said to be 
distinctly hostile to the measure as it 
stands. 

THE ARMY. 

An interesting discussion took place on 
the Defence Forces (Teinporary. Provi- 
sions) Bill, which was presented for second 
reading. 

Mr. Thomas Johnson asked for informa- 
tion about the part that Free State Army 
officers took in the discussion yf defence 
questions at the Imperial Conference, and 
said that in ils present form the Army was 
not fit for any purpose but the suppression 
of an insurrection. 

The Minister for External Affairs said 
that the Free State Army was not con- 
trolled: from London. 

“ We need not blink the fact,” he added, 
“that it is quite possible, in the event of 
a general attack on these islands, our 
Army must co-operate with the British 
Army. It is practically inconceivable that 
our Army would be opposed to the British 
Army.”

EARL OF PEMBROKE’S 
SPECULATIONS. 


£200,000 LOST IN COTTON. 


Mr. Registrar Mellor made an order in 
the London Bankruptcy Court yesterday 
approving a scheme of arrangement 
recently accepted by the creditors of the 
Earl of Pembroke and Montgomery. 

The Official Receiver said that the rank- 
ling liabilities apparently amounted to 
£65,586, and he understood that a claim 
for income tax might rank for £1,212. 
The assets were valued by the Eayl at 
£8,200. 

A sum of £30,000 had been lodged with 
the Official Receiver, and this would 
enable about 9s. in the £ to be paid to 
the unsecured creditors. 

The Earl, who succeeded to the title on 
the death of his father in 1913, attributed 
his insolvency to losses, amounting to 
£200,000, on speculations in cotton 
‘* futures,’ with one Fitzgibbon (since 
bankrupt) in consequence of which he 
mortgaged his life interests, and to lack 
of income resulting from the execution 
in December, 1925, of a receivership deed 
under which the whole of the income from 
the estates was paid to a receiver. 

The Earl, said the Official Receiver, was 
a mere novice in the cotton ‘*future ”” 
transaction, and he had stated that he 
relied entirely on Fitzgibbon, who was a 
person of no financial standing, and was 
the only person—so it appeared during the 
bankruptcy proceedings against Fitzgibbon 
—to benefit from the large advances made 
by the Earl. 

Between 1919 and 1924 the Earl 
borrowed £340,000 on the security of his 
life interests and life policies. 

The Official Receiver said that the Earl 
had brought on or contributed to his 
failure by rash and hazardous speculations, 
and contributed to it by unjustifiable ex- 
travagance and by gambling.

THE COLLISION 
OCCURRED. 


A motor a¢cident resulting in the death 
of one man and serious injuries to two 
others, all.of Dublin, occurred at Black 
Church, two miles beyond Rathcoole, on 
the Naas road, County Dublin, last night. 
The name of the dead man was— 

James Delany (aged about 21 years), a 
cinema operator, on whose body the 
two following addresses were 
found :—3 Grantham place, Dublin, 
and 143 Brian road, Croydon Park, 
Fairview, Dublin. 

The two men injured are— 

Eugene Macari, a wholesale ice cream 
supply merchant, of 46a ‘ Harring- 
ton street, Dublin, the driver of 
the motor car; and 

Thomas Murphy, a school teacher, of 
Grantham street, off Camden street, 
Dublin. 

The motor car—a big Fiat touring four- 
seater—was driven by Eugene Macari, and 
was returning from Naas to Dublin when 
it ran into a stationary motor tractor and 
trailer on the left-hand side of the road 
at Black Church. 

It appears that the three men left Dub- 
lin to go to Naas, on business, shortly 
after 5 o'clock, Passing Black Church 
about 5.45 p.m., Mr. Macari saw the dere- 
lict motor tractor and trailer, which was 
laden with turnips, and was drawn up on 
the left-hand side of the road facing to- 
wards Dublin. Leaving Naas about 7 
o'clock, with the intention of getting into 
the city in time to go to the pictures, the 
party drove uneventfully until just out- 
side Black Church they had to pass a motor 
car, with dazzling head- lights, moving in 
the opposite direction to their own. Mr. 
Macari was travelling well on his own side 
of the road. Dazed by the strong lights, 
he suddenly saw a shadow in front of him 
on his own side of the road, and swerved to 
avoid it. The left-hand side of his motor 
car, however, struck the rear of the trailer 
with such force that. the three occupants 
were thrown out. 

Mr. Delany, who was sitting on the left- 
hand side of the driver, was killed in- 
stantly. He revreived a deep wound over 
the left eye and an injury to his left arm. 

Mr. Macari and Mr. Murphy both 
suffered from wounds in the nead and face 
and from severe shock. 

A passing motorist, Mr. Florence 
Bourke, of Kildare, came to their aid, 
took the two injured men to Rathe oole fer 
medical attention, and informed the Civic 
Guard. Guard Sullivan, the guardroom 
orderly, telephoned to Dublin for a car, 
and sent a message to Sergeant Boylan 


and Guard Pender, who were out on patrol 
duty. 

On going to the scene of the accident, 
the two Guards found Delany lying dead 
on the side of the road, and the motor car 
completely wrecked. They stopped a car, 
which happened to be the one ordered from 
Dublin, and conveyed the body of Delany 
to Rathcoole, where it lies in Leahy’s 
public-house, awaiting the inquest, which 
Will be held there to-day by Dr. Mortimer 
Walters, .Coroner for North County 
Dublin. 

After receiving medical attention from 
Dr. O'Riordan, of Rathceole, Mr. Macari 
and Mr. Murphy proceeded to Dublin by 
motor car. 

The motor tractor is owned by John 
Farrell, Athy. It had no lights, and, so 
far as the Civic Guard can learn, was 
unattended at the time of the accident. 
It was drawn up four feet froin the edge 
of the road.

The references which are made to foreign 
affairs are hopeful, though they are not 
quite so full of optimism as they might 
have been some little time ago. The

WESTMINSTER, Tuesday. 

A fair number of members of the House 
of Commons this morning took part in the 
procession to the.House of Lords to wit- 
ness the State opening of Parliament. The 
procession was headed by the Speaker, the 
Prime Minister, and Mr. Ramsay Mac- 
donald, but Mr. Lloyd George was a noted 
absentee. 

After the ceremony in the Lords, the 
Commons adjourned till 3 o'clock, when 
the Speaker took the chair in a crowded 
House, Mr. Lloyd George then being 
present. 

The Home Secretary gave notice of his 
intention to introduce the Royal Titles 
Bill and the Leasehold Relief Bill, and 
the Minister of Labour gave notice of the 
introduction of an Unemployment Insur- 
ance Bill. 

During the reading of the “Kings 
Speech by the Speaker there were some 
ironical cheers from the ~Opposition 
benches. 

Good speeches were made by the mover 
and the seconder of the Address. Major 
Oliver Stanley, who led off, touched chiefly 
on the proposed legislation dealing with 
trade unions. There was no doubt, he 
said, that difficulties would be raised which 
would have to be faced. Still, they were 
prepared to do their best to grapple with 


this direction in trade union law was ab- 
solutely right and necessary. 

Major MacAndrew devoted more of his 
short speech to China. He deprecated all 
the talk about interference with China's 
internal affairs. The defence forces that 
we had sent to China were not for aggres- 
sive purposes, and he hoped and believed 
that they would return without having 
fired a single shot. 


MR. MACDONALD’S COMPLAINT. 

Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, who followed, 
did not know of any Speech from the 
Throne which conveyed more plainly that 
His Majesty’s Ministers had nothing what- 
ever to advise His Majesty ‘about. It was 
clear that the Government had found great 
difficulty in making up its mind as to the 
programme to be presented to Parliament. 
There was no mention of the Factories 
Bill or poor law reform, or the extension 
of the franchise, though everyone knew 
these subjects had been repeatedly urged 
upon the attention of the Government as 
ripe for legislation. He joined in the 
prayer for industrial peace, but the 
Government knew that there were. condi- 
tions existing to-day which prevented in- 
dustrial peace, and certainly the raising of 
the trade union controversy was not going 
to make for industrial peace. 

Turning to China, Mr. Macdonald 
described the issue as of grave import- 
ance. He argued that by sending out 
soldiers to act as policemen we had created 
a new situation which might, or might 
not, increase the security of our people in 
Shanghai, but the reaction from that step 
was bound to be bad. ‘ Its first effert had 
been to unite Peking and Canten in pro- 
test against the policy of the Government. 
Where, he asked, was the line to be drawn 


| between police and military warlike opera- 


tions? By sending troops to China the 
Government were playing with fire. While 
he deprecated talk of war, it must not be 
overlooked that the danger of war had 
been brought very much nearer by the use 
of the Defence Force. 

He urged the vital necessity of re-open- 
ing negotiations and removing the troops 
from positions which were a menace to 
peace. There were undoubtedly elements 
in China which did not desire peace, but 
those elements could exercise very little 
influence unless action on our part 
strengthened it. Passing to Russia, Mr. 
Macdonald asked the Prime Minister 
whether he contemplated any change in 
policy. A breach with Russia would 
greatly complicate our foreign relations. 


MR. BALDWIN’S REPLY. 

The Prime Minister began by crediting 
the Leader of the Opposition with a desire 
to find in the King’s Speech a mass of 
legislation which would help him to unite 
the scattered fragments of his own party. 
It was not his business, however, to supply 
Mr. Macdonald with material of that 
kind. The Government had come to the 
conclusion that the experiment of begin- 
ning the new session in the autumn 
merited another trial, and they had, there- 
fore, made provision only for such legis- 
lation as there was reasonable prospect of 
carrying through by the Ist of August. 

The Prime Minister spoke briedy on the 
subject of China, in view of the debate 
which he announced would take place on 
Thursday. He was rather amused at the 
efforts of Mr. Macdonald to find fissures 
in. the concrete foundations of the Cabinet. 
There was, he said, only one policy in 
regard to China, and that was the policy 
of His Majesty’s Government. He was 
rather inclined to think that the leader 
of the Opposition would have adopted it 
if he had been responsible for actions as 
the head of the Govefmment. When lv.- 
were in the scale it was rather difficult to 
keep the balance level. There were 
elements in China which desired to push 
us into fighting. The danger was not only 
from the mob at Shanghai, and that place 
could not be evacuated as Hankow had 
been. We have, he went on,. sent only 
such forces as we have been advised wonld

and calling on “the local Councils, trade 
bodies, and Farmers’ Unions to demand an 
immediate reduction in the beer and spirit 
duties,

Carrick-on-Suir licensed traders have 
forwarded to the Minister for Justice and to 
the county T.D.’s a demand for elimination 
from the bill of compulsory endorsement ;

They 
also demanded a reduction in the beer and 
spirit duties,

‘There are 
only two other places: Larne, which already 
enjoys the equipment of a mail port, and 
Killon h, «which would have to be trans- 
formed into a mail port. To my mind, the 
initial, and a vital, objection to both places 
as a mail port for the entire. of Northern 
Ireland. is the landing of mails when thev 
reach, either the terminus of the Northern 
counties, in the one case, or the terminus of 
‘the Belfast and County Down in the other, at 
Belfast: for there would’ be of necessity con- 
siderable delay unloading the mails, convey- 
ing them across the City of Belfast by vans, 
or’ otherwise; possible sorting at Belfast for 
Northern Ireland destinations, and loading 
the mails again, -if they come via Larne, at 
the terminus of the .Belfast’ and County 
Down, and “at the terminus of the Great 
Northern; and, if they come via Killough, 
at the terminus of the Northern Counties and 
at the terminus of the Great Nor- 
thern. This objection does not apply to 
Warrenpoint. 

ADVANTAGES. 

“ Toading the mail train at Warrenpoint, 
and, after a short run of ten miles, the main 
line of the Great Northern is reached. The 
mail train passes through the junction of 
Scarva; .shedding the mails tor centra! 
and south.eastern Down through the junc- 
tion of Scarva; shedding the mails for 
south eastern Down through the junction 
of Portadown; shedding the mails for central, 
west, and- north west Northern ireland 
through the junction of Lisburn, which con- 
nects by rail with Antrim for north east 
Ireland, . 

“And the point. [ desire above all 
others to emphasise is: ‘That Warrenpoint 
is the only. potential cross-Channel port in 
Northern Ireland where you put the mails 
into the train, and, without leaving the 
railway line or railway stations, the mails 
can reach within the same ‘short space of: 
time the important towns of Newry, 
Armagh, Banbridge, Portadown, Lurgan, 
Lisburn, Antrim, Ballymena, Ballymoney, 
Coleraine, and Londonderry ; and, on the 
other side, Dungannon, Cookstown, Omagh, 
Strabane, and Enniskillen, towns which give 
access to practically the entire of Northern 
Ireland. 

“ In determining the mail port for an all- 
red mail route the claims of the City of Bel- 
fast, naturally, have primary consideration. 
Larne has been tried, and, according to re- 
ports from time to time in the Press, it has 
evidently, not been giving satisfaction. I have 
heard that the delay is caused by the line 
between Carlisle and Stranraer not being con- 

heavily-engined mail» express 
trains. 

KILLOUGH. 

é“ Killough has been suggested as an alter- 
native port. By sea Warrenpoiné is only Six 
miles further from Holyhead than Killough, 
It is true that by rail,Warrenpoint is sixteen 
miles further from: Belfast than Killough. 1 
consider [ am within the limits of modera- 
tion when I say that the Belfast and County 
Down Railway was not constructed to carry 
fast express and heavily-engined mail trains ; 
but the mainline of the Great Northern 
Railway is equipped for that purpose; and, 
in the matter of speeding up between Kil- 
lough and. Belfast, the present disadvantages 
of the line between Carlisle and . Stranraer 
might be again. .experienced ; and, ‘granting 
that Warrenpoint is sixteen miles further by 
rail from Belfast than Killough, I believe 
if on a given day an express train were 
started at a given hour from Warrenpoint to 
Belfast over the trunk mail train route of 
the Great Northern, and an express train 
were started from Killough to Belfast on the 
same day at the same hour over the Belfast 
and County Down Railway, then, in sporting 
phraseology, if I wanted to back the winner 
money. on the Great 
Northern. 

“I submit for the ultimate judgment of 
your Government that through Warrenpoint 
Belfast would receive as good a mail service, 
if not better, than it would receive through 
Killough; and, taking Northern Ireland as 
a whole, a-mail service from Killough, handi- 
capped by 34 miles distance from Belfast, and 
sixty miles distance from Portadown, with 
the delay occasioned by transferring the mails 
the City of Belfast, would give 
Northern Ireland, as a whole, a very much 
inferior service to that. it would receive 
from Warrenpoint.

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ITALIANS ABROAD, 


SIGNOR MUSSOLINIS. LATEST 
MOVE. 


From Our Own CoRRESPONDENT. 
ROME, Monday. 

Havirg; completed the concentration of all 
any within the Fascist Party in Italy, 
Signor Mussolini is: now turning his atten- 
tion road. 

Under a plan that is being developed in 
Rome, all A oe Italian societies in Argentina 
and Chile, will be united into central Fascist 
groups, adhering to the Central Colonial 
Committee, the president of which will be 
a Fascist personality. 

This central committee will confer and co- 
operate. with the Italian diplomatic service 
abroad for the protection of Italians in their 
district. 

The existing Italian societies either will be 
absorbed or eliminated. 

As already pointed out, the Italian Diplo- 
matic Service is being reorganised with 
Fascist Party members in the important 
posts. 


the Italian elements abroad will be confined 
to Chile and the Argentine, where their 
numbers form an. unusually large proportion 
of the population. 

Sensing the possibility of adverse criticism 
to this move, the Fascist Press suggests that 
the President of the Association of Fascists 
abroad send to all local Fascist groups 
throughout the world, Signor Mussolini's 
decalogue published: after the congress of 
Fascist groups abroad, held in Rome last 
year. 

The first article of this decalogue com- 
mands the Fascist Italians to obey scrupu- 
lously the laws of the country in which they 
reside, 

The matter of organising Italian labour 
abroud tinder Fascist Syndicalist principles 
is also being considered. 

Efforts would be made to have Italian 
workers abroad join the Fascist organisation,

MISGUIDED EFFORTS, 
WASHINGTON (by mail), 

In calling the attention of American ex- 
porters to some of what it describes-as their 
misguided efforts in the development of trade 
abroad, the United States Department oí 
Commerce Experts commend Japanese and 
German manutacturers for their foresight. 

Taking as an example two recent fairs in 
the Dutch East Indies, where exhibits of 
forcign goods were displayed by various 
nations, the Commerce Experts declared, 
‘American products. were conspicuous, the 
Cisplays well arranged and impressive, but 
half of them were office equipment and sup- 
plies. Gbviously they could have possessed 
little interest for that proportion of Java's 
native population which attended the fairs.’’ 

“Doubtless, it is with a pardonable pride 
that mauy American houses go after only the 
‘big things’ in the export trade, but it is 
a question whether some exporters do not too 
often aim for the big things in small volume 
rather than for the small things in infinite 
volume,’” remarked the experts’ report. 

" Many:a mickk make a muckle,”’ say the 
Scotch, and this ia especially true of Far 
Eastern countries where. the native popula- 
tion, often on small individual purchasing 
power, are in such numbers that their buy- 
ing power en masse makes them potentially 
the most important customers in the world 
for western manufactured products.

I take as much comfort: out of the 
theoretical explanation of invisible exports 
as a hungry man. would out of invisible 
bread mad with spectral butter. 

Any ordinary. man knows that the 

£18,000,000 loss ion balance. has got to be 
made up out of the pockets of the people 
who live in Ireland, and, in my. humble 
opinion, this can only be done by improving 
the quality, and vastly increasing the 
quantity, of our farm produce exports. — 
, When we see here what other countries are 
doing and the care they are giving to grading, 
standardisation and packing, one - realises 
what a lot we have to learn. and what a lov 
to unlearn. i

Irish and foreign sugars. For your informa- 
tion, I enclose a wholesale price list of sugar 
from one of the. best firms in this trade in the 
Free State, You will observe that Irish is as 
cheap as any of the foreign brands; but the 
wholesale price for ton Jots, f.o.r. Dublin or 
Sligo, is Sls. per cwt. (as you will see by 
the list), and has not been lower than 50s. 
This is equivalent to a cost price of óid.. per 
lb. How this can be sold “by a well-known 
Dublin house ’’ (ride Senator Farren) at 3d. 
per lb, is a mystery. This house pays 34d. a 
pound; weighs it, and puts bags and twine 
on each parcel, and then sells it id. a pound 
less than the wholesale price. It would be 
most interesting. to know how this wonderful 
house pays its way? 

Here in the country we have, in addition 
to the wholesaie price, to pay 52s. 6a. per 
ton Fin. ag on the sugar. This makes the price 
for Irish, without wrapping costs, about 
52s. 10vd. per cwt., or s ighthy over Sid. per 
lb, Selling this at 4d., and not allowing for 
cost of wrappers, the profit on returns works 
out at 123 per cent. gross; but as I and most 
other traders that I know sell the best Carlow 
sugar at 4s. 4d. or 4s. 5d. per stone, this pro- 
fit is reduced to 74 per cent. on returns, and 
does not pay for handling. 

Is it quite fair that charges of profiteering 
should be so recklessly levied against a hard- 
working body of men who, in common with 
the farmers, are feeling the pinch of the pre- 
sent hard times, without a shred of proof? 
I may say that since the Irish sugar came 
on the market I have stocked no other, as I 
consider it superior in sucrose content to the 
foreign article, and, having regard to the 
wholesale cost, a price of 4s. 4d. per stone 
retail is surely not profiteering !—Yours, etc.,

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IRISH MISSIONARIES IN CHINA, 


An Irish missionary, living near one of 
the Treaty Ports in China, wrting on the 
7th January last; says :— 

“Rather more than a month ago the 
Southern soldiers came along. As far as we 
were concerned, it was all very sudden and 
without any warning clouds or rumours. 
These delightful fellows are out. for ' the 
people’s good" and they are uanti-foreign, 
anti-treaties, with a noisy minority which is 
anti-Christian’ For various reasons of their 
own they made a bee-line for our church 
in A and B————and other places. They 
commandeer whatever they want. 

“ At present they are now occupying our 
church, Boys’ School, Women’s Hospital, 
and two missionaries’ houses. Needless to 
say, the mission property is not improving 
under their gentle ways, and’ there will be a 
fairly nice bill for ‘typhoon’ repairs when, 
and if, they do go. There are 7,000 or more 
of them, and this city is finding it difficult 
to feed them and its Own inhabitants as well. 
‘' X----~(the Treaty Port) seems to have 
come off well. I hear that the Recreation 
Ground was commiandeered by soldiers for 
drill, etc., on January ist. Very annoying, 
as the European residents wanted to play 
olf. I suppose it: would’ never do to get 
unkered in a sguad of “ braves!” 

“The Roman Catholic Missions are coming 
off worse than we are, and the Provinces of 
Hunan ‘and Kiang-si have had an awful time; 
but, as the propagandists are always telling 
the people that they are ushering in a 
Heaven on earth régime, Í suppose it is all 
right. There is a fair amount of talk about 
their taking over still more of our school 
buildings. Compensation is never men- 
tioned. Of course, these things, which affect 
the whole of China, will have to be settled 
in some general scheme, so it is no good to 
worry. locally. | 
‘There is an energetic propaganda corps 
with these armies, and they seem to be 
mostly: young men in a hurry who are doing 
the propaganding. They have set them- 
selves a ti task—nothing. less than the 
moving of China from the sixteenth to the 
twentieth century in a week or two! When I 
say China, I mean those | ei which are away 
from the Treaty Ports and big centres. It ia all 
very interesting, and I am watching without 
prejudice the effect on these conservative as- 
it-was-in-the-beginning people here. [or the 
nonce they are compulsory ' New China,’ but 
when the strange young men have blown off 
their steam—what !

PROPOSAL AT CITIZENS 
WEETING. 


REBUILDING THE 
METAL BRIDGE. 
——— 


At a public meeting held in La Scala 
Restaurant, Dublin, yesterday, the Free 
State Government and the City Com- 
Missioners were urged to resume the 
energetic prosecution of the project which 
was begun by the Dublin Corporation 
several years ago for giving direct access 
from Dame street to Henry street by the 
widening of Upper and Lower Liffey 
streets and Crown alley, and replacing the 


‘present Metal Bridge. with one suitable 


for vehicular traffic. 

This need, it was pointed out in a 
resolution, which was adopted without 
dissent, had become more acute owing to 
increasing traffic congestion at the College 
Green, O'Connell Bridge, and Nelson 
Pillar areas. 

The meeting also expressed the opinion 
that either priority should be given to 
the replacement of the Metal Bridge, or 
all proposals for new bridges should be 
suspended pending consideratiun of all the 
bridge proposals py a commission of 
expert advisers, to be appointed by the 
Government.

RELIEVING CONGESTION. 


Sir John Irwin, who presided, in proposing 
the resolution, said that the proposal of the 
Port and Docks Board to rebuild the Butt 
Bridge on its present site had awakened 
public interest in the matter of traffic con- 
gestion. Many years ago the North City 
Improvements Association impressed upon the 
Dublin Corporation the necessity for replac- 
ing it hy a bridge for vehicular traffic and 
the making of a highway through the central 
portion of the city by the widening of Cron 
Alley and Lower and Upper Liffey streets 
through districts in the very heart of the city 
which had for years past fallen into decay 
for want of such a main artery. 

The Corporation approved of the central 
Lighway scheme, and acquired - property in 
Lower Ormond quay and Lower Liffey street, 
and commenced the process of widening. 
Owing to the war and other causes the 
scheme had to be suspended for a time, but 
now that it was proposed to rebuild the Butt 
Bridge it was felt that the time was oppor- 
tune for having the whole question of the 
Dubiin bridges and trafic congestion con- 
sidered in a comprehensive manner by a 
commission of experts. Their duty would be 
to advise the Government generally on the 
problems with which the Fá were con- 
fronted and to obviate the risk of a serious 
blunder being committed. Such a commis- 
sion, he said, would consider the matter from 
the point of view of the future development 
of the city, and not.as a temporary expe. 
dient 

It was admitted that the replacing of Butt 
Bridge was necessary, but the proposal to 
extend Amiens street to the quay wall would 
not solve the question of the congestion of 
traffic at College Green, whereas if the new 
bridge was erected to the east of the Custom 
House across the disused dock and a 
thoroughfare made to Westland Row con- 
siderable relief would be afforded. 

‘* As Dublin is the metropolis of Ireland,”’ 
said Sir John, “ 1 think it is the duty of the 
Government to see that no step is taken now 
which would interfere with the future expan- 
sion of the city or cause useiess expenditure 
of public money. The matter is one of na- 
tional importance, and should be viewed in 
this light even to the extent of the Govern- 
ment coming to the aid of the municipality 
and the Port and Docks Board i: the matter 
of finance.”’ 

Dublin, he added, possessed some of the 
widest and finest streets in the world, thanks 
to the foresight displayed by the Wide 
Streets Commissioners of a century ago. 
Jet them hope that the present generation 
would prove to be equally possessed of 
vision and ability in matters afigoting the 
prosperity of the city. 

Mr. Geary seconded. 

Mr. Kevin Kenny supported the proposal 
and said that if the scheme was carried 
forward a good deal of employment would 
be given, 


DIVERSION OF TRAFFIC. 

Mr. O'Connor stated that the adoption of 
the proposal would divert a lot of traffic 
from the O'Connell! and Grattan Bridges, 
which were at present congested. It would 
be a great convenience to traders on both 
sides of the city. 

Mr. Verdon opposed the resolution. At 
Butt Bridge, he said, he had seen a 24 ton 
lorry held up to let a motor car past.

‘ AUTUMN FIRE ” AGAIN An 
THE ABBEY THEATRE, 

Tt was, perhaps, only last night that 
patrons of the Abbey Theatre, Dublin, came 
to know fully how great a paly is “Autumn 
Fir,” written by Mr. ‘I. C. Murray, a Dublin 
school-teacher, and acclaimed by audiences 
far removed from the place of its birth. It 
has been revived frequently at the Abbey, 
but this was the first occasion on which its 
wonderful truth to the realities of Irish rural 
life became completely intimate to those who 
were following the story from stalls, pit and 
halcony, The humanity of the play actually 
overwhelmed the comedy, and for once a 
new Abbey audience had willy-nilly to check 
its readiness to laugh at anything and every- 
thing. i 

The feature of this production was the 
playing of Ellen Keegan by Miss May Craig. 
The first act was not a minute on the way 
until we had from her the character of the 
woman clearly before us—hard, bitter, jealous 
and contemptuous. The development of the 
characterisation grew. quietly, easily and 
naturally, until there came the great incident 
at the end of the sevond act, when Ellen 
learns that her father is about to marry the 
hated Nance. Miss Craig threw herself so 
completely into that woman’s torture of nvind 
that the tears actually rolled down her 
cheeks.

Great as was this acting it was only the 
big thing in a big performance by everyone 
on the stage.

TO COOLOCK. 
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Yesterday the work of carrying the main 
road in Killester through to join the Mala- 
hide road just below Coolock was begun. 
The track of the new thoroughfare was 
marked through the. fields, and great 
interest was manifested in the neighbour- 
hood. It is expected that the work will 
be carried out in the space of two months. 

The result of the opening of the road 
will be the diversion of a great volume of 
traffic through Killester, thus breaking down 
the isolation of what hitherto has been some- 
thing of a blind alley in the suburbs.

Killester children—of whom there are some 
350 of school-going age—is defective. The 
new schools thus will supply a grave 
educational need. 


INDIFFERENCE TO HOME- 
MADE ARTICLES. 
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WEXFORD’S LOSS. | 

At a specially convened meeting in Ennis- 
corthy last Monday night, representative oí 
manufacturers, merchants, farmers, Gaelic 
League, trades unions and the Urban Council, 
Mr. Thomas McCarthy, Peace Commissioner, 
presiding, it was decided to form a 
branch of the Irish Industries League to 
foster the sale of Irish made goods. 

Mr. T. D. Sinnott, Wexford, said that no 
doubt advertising had created the demand 
for foreign articles in preference to Irish 
articles equally cheap and just as good. 
Enniscorthy flour mills, he understood, were 
working part-time, a peculiar circumstance, 
in view of the fact that the flour produced 
there was as good as any the world over. 
The two progressive bacon factories in Co. 
Wexford could employ more hands if their 


bacon. Neither of the three well equipped 
agricultural machinery factories in Wexford 
were working full time, although £265,685 
worth of such machinery was imported in 
1925. There were 600 unemployed in Wex- 
ford, costing the ratepayers £5,000 a year in 
outdoor relief. If Irish farmers bought Wex- 
ford machinery, these men could be employed 
to the relief of the rates, and the money 
would be kept in the country. As a result 
of a recent campaign in Wexford town by 
the League, the demand for Irish goods there 
had increased by 100 per, cent. Some of 
them in Wexford favoured a full scheme of 
protection for Trish goods, but they were 
not all agreed on that. 

Colonel Johnson Pasha said that he felt 
very strongly that, while the whole energies 
of the country should be devoted to pro- 
duction, their exports should be confined to 
their surplus Pes as and their imports con- 
fined to things that they could not produce. 
Free traders thought otherwise; but even free 
traders would not deny that it was only by 
the labour of the people and the produce of 
the soil, whether the produce be mineral or 
agricultural, that any country could obtain 
wealth and power. He ey the Irish 
Industries League would put the interests of 
the country before party interests. 


COST OF A BUILDING PLOT.
